Macdonald, Dwight. The Ford Founda- 
tion: the men and the millions—an un- 
authorized biography. Reynal; distributed 
by Viking, $3.50. May 15. 

Scrutiny of America’s currently best-known 
philanthropic organization. Avoiding socio- 
logical jargon and occasionally using a wry, 
ironic tone, the author examines the character 
and operation of the huge money-giving 
group, tells how and why it was founded, and 
indicates its accomplishments and _ failings. 
Incidental commentary on the phenomenon 
of modern philanthropic foundations in gen- 
eral is also enlightening. Most of the book 
appeared originally in the New Yorker. 


Walker, Stanley. Home to Texas. Harper, 
$4. May 23. 


After 10 years back in his native country a 
former New York newspaperman writes with 
satisfaction but no sentiment of the good life 
on a small ranch in central Texas. Remi- 
niscences of his family background and 
glimpses of his newspaper career strike a 
nostalgic note but round out the picture. 
Several of the chapters appeared originally 
in the New Yorker in somewhat different 
form.

From the author of See here, Private Har- 
grove (BooKLIsT 39:2, S 42) comes a second 
disclosure, faintly disguised as fiction, of life 
in the American Army, this time a new, 
enlightened Army dedicated to the welfare 
and happiness of peacetime draftees and com- 
pulsory volunteers. It centers upon Fox Com- 
pany of the Seventy-first Infantry at Fort 
Burnside, California, where military ideas are 
still old-fashioned enough to make a soldier 
out of a blithe playboy named Andrew Sheaf- 
fer. Less spontaneous and perhaps less amus- 
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ing than its predecessor, Sheaffer’s story nev- 
ertheless offers an unusual bit of diversion. 


Hersey, John Richard. A single pebble. 
Knopf, $3. June 4. 


An American engineer’s trip by junk up the 
Yangtze to locate a dam site, as he relates it 
years later in retrospect, symbolizes the con- 
trast between the Western idea of progress 
and tempo of living and the passive resigna- 
tion of China’s ancient culture and traditions. 
With mounting tension, the story brings into 
focus the subtle relationship between the 
young engineer and the owner of the junk, 
his wife, and the head tracker, Old Pebble, 
in a drama heightened by the physical 
grandeur of the Great River. Will be most 
fully appreciated by discriminating readers. 


Saroyan, William. Magma I love you. Little, 
$3.75. May 22. 

Nine-year-old Twink affirms that she and 
Mama Girl are friends who have one good 
fight a day, live in the same place, and mostly 
go around together. This description of the 
equable relationship between the immature 
woman and the curiously mature child is 
borne out in Twink’s narrative, in which 
mother and daughter secure complementary 
roles in an allegorical Broadway production 
that exploits Twink’s elfin charm. Mama Girl 
proves that she has the makings of an actress, 
and her achievement releases ‘Twink, who 
really wants an ordinary childhood with her 
father and brother in Paris. The youthful 
narrator, who promises on first acquaintance 
to be a Hollywood moppet type, emerges as 
a well-poised, convincingly childlike char- 
acter.

A study that clarifies the position of leading 
existentialists, outside and inside the church, 
and defines their relationship to the funda- 
mental doctrines of Christianity. Analysis 
of the writings of Kierkegaard, Sartre, Tillich, 
and others reveals that the greatest danger to 
Christianity lies not in Sartre’s atheism but in 
Tillich’s quasi-Christianity. The author main- 
tains that in emphasizing the science of God, 
the Christian existentialists have offered no 
new understanding of the doctrine of God’s 
being, but only philosophical speculations on 
man’s relation to reality. Based on lectures 
given at the Presbyterian College, Montreal, 
in 1954; a clearly written exploration directed 
toward the student of philosophy and reli- 
gion. Bibliography included.

The author of Personal security through faith 
(Bookuist 51:54, O 1 54) turns in this book 
to the problem of loneliness. He maintains 
that while a sterile isolation shuts out life, a 
positive approach to loneliness enriches rather 
than depletes the individual’s spiritual re- 
sources. According to the author, solitude, if 
properly used, can bring forth many rewards 
among which are the practice of prayer, the 
study of life’s meaning and goals, and the 
growth of self-understanding and self-ac- 
ceptance. Centered on the idea that he who 
believes in Christ is never really alone Dr. 
Ditzen’s book should give practical help to 
those who are uncomfortable in their own 
company.

A readable study that seeks to shed light on 
the third member of the Christian Trinity— 
the Holy Spirit.

Face of Lincoln. Sculpture by Merrell 
Gage. University of Southern California. 
1956. 22min. $78. 

A true documentary in that its chief concern 
is the biography of a great man toid in terms 
of facial expressions created by a sculptor on 
a piece of clay. In the supple hands of Merrell 
Gage the face of Lincoln changes from that 
of a young man first stimulated by profes- 
sional politics to that of a war President with 
the deep scars of responsibility. There is no 
oversentimentality—just good conversational 
narration by the sculptor as he works, with 
many anecdotes about Lincoln whose life 
story is developed from youth to the Civil 
War years. The screen has offered us biogra- 
phies before, re-creations depending on liv- 
ing actors for the most part, but this is stir- 
ringly different. A notable addition to all 
public library film collections.

Cattle raising, particularly in the Southwest, 
is portrayed as one of America’s great indus- 
tries and a major source of food for the 
country’s people. Close-ups of the Aberdeen 
Angus, Brahman, and Hereford breeds are 
shown together with the conditions under 
which each best thrives. Each step in the 
progression of cattle is clearly illustrated in 
some detail from grasslands, to roundup, to 
shipping by truck and train to the valleys of 
California and Arizona where new mecha- 
nized feeding methods are described, and fi- 
nally to the pens of the packing plants. Of 
general interest to audiences of all ages. 


The life of Christ in art. Coronet. 1956. 
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20min. $110; color, $200. 

Taking its visual substance from 700 years of 
religious art, this film reviews the memorable 
events in the life of Christ as described in 
the Gospels. The accompanying narrative is 
largely from passages in the Revised Stand- 
ard Version of the New Testament. With its 
sensitive visual interpretation by more than 
25 world-famous artists, including Giotto, 
Titian, El Greco, Rubens, Raphael, Rem- 
brandt, Tintoretto, and Leonardo da Vinci, 
this is easily one of the recommendable films 
of the year. Interesting for use not only in 
church and Sunday school study, but for 
art groups, and general adult audiences.

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THE UNRELUCTANT YEARS 


“Sometimes a book ‘grows on one’ to so great an extent 
that one has a continual desire to share it with friends. 
Such a book is Lillian H. Smith’s The Unreluctant 
Years.* It has already been reviewed and quoted sev- 
eral times in The Horn Book; yet there always seems 
to be something else that needs to be said about it. 

It was published by the American Library Associa- 
tion primarily to guide children’s librarians in their 
book selection, but its use should by no means be limited 
to this coiparatively small group. In recent years chil- 
dren’s books have become an increasingly important 
part of the publishing industry—some fifteen hundred 
are brought out in this country annually. Of these, only 
a few are worthy to be counted as literature. How shall 
we select from the enormous output the books that fit 
into this category, that belong in a child’s literary heri- 
tage, that carry in the form of poetry, fiction, informa- 
tion, fairy tales, what children themselves recognize as 
‘lasting truths’? What are the standards by which chil- 
dren’s books can and should be judged? 


It would be difficult to find anywhere a clearer or more 
helpful expression of these standards than Miss Smith 
has given us in her inspiring pages. The Unreluctant 
Years is a book to be read by everyone who is con- 
cerned with literature as a whole and with children’s 
reading—with giving boys and girls ‘something to hold 
to’ in a day of many distractions from important and 
fundamental values.”
